Representatives from Toronto, Queen's and McGill will coni- 
"pete for the Intercollepiatc Tmck Championship to-day at King- 
ston. In addition, athletes from the R.M.C. and from Western 
University are going to compete for medals offered, but not for 
placing in the Intercollegiate competition. 

McGill has won the last six meets, and since 1899 fourteen 
in all. During that period 'Varsity has claimed seven champion- 
ships. It is e\-ident from these facts that the'Iocal teams have been 
pre-eminent in this form of sport. But this "year, although wc are 
certain that the McGill aggregate is a strong one, it is difficult to 
predict what the result of the meet will be because of the unknown 
strengfth of the Queen'.": team. For years we have learned to not 
Anticipate much opposition from the latter college. Of late, how- 
ever, there has been a decided revival of interest in track work at 
Kingston, and the tri-colour promises to be a deciding factor in to- 
day^ s results. 

Judging from the results of the recent inter-faculty meets held 
here and at Toronto, it is probable that records which have stood 
for some time .will be broken . Toronto appears^^o be particularly 
strong in the sprints, as against McGill's pre-eihirièiïce in the middle 
distances. The new records in hurdles lately established here are

loss to McGill of some veterans in field sports and the addition to 
■Ùic 'Varsity team of some very promising athletes, these two col- 
leges should divide fairlj' evenly points which are not added to the 
Queen's score.

AIR FORCE TRAINING FOR MEMBERS OF THE 

C.O.T.C. 

1. COURSE— ~ ' 

A course of instruction in aeronautics to enable mem- 
bers of the C.O.T.C. to qualify for commissions in the Air 
Force, will be held at Training Station of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force. 

2. DURATION— 

The course will consist of three terms, each of three and 
a half to four months duration, (approximately May 13th to 
September 1 at) in three consecutive years. 
3 

To be eligible for selection a candidate must:— ^^^^^^ 

(a) Be a member of the C.O.T.C, and have^j^erf 
formed the requisite qualifying service and" pas- 
sed the practical examination for Certificate 
"A", C.O.T.C. 

(b) Be following a course of study as an undergraduate 
leading to a degree in applied science. 

(c) Be physically fit for Air Force service as a pilot. 

(d) Be unmarried.- 

(e) Be under twenty-one years of age upon the com- 
mencement of the Course. 

(f) Be recommended by the Military Committee of 
■» the University as likely to become an efficient .Air 

Force Officer. 

(g) Give an understanding to complete the whole 
course. 

Before attending the second term, the candidate 
will be required to be in possession of Certificate "A," 
C.O.T.C. 

4. STATUS- 

During the period that a candidate is in attendance at 
the Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station, he will be 
granted a temporary commission as provisional pilot officer, 
and will receive pay allowances in accordance with Pay and 
Allowance Regulations for the Royal Canadian .Air Force. 
The proposed rates are as follows: 

P»y During the first term $3.00 per day 

During the second term . .$3.50 per day 

During the third term $4.00 per day 

Allowances — While travelling to and from the Royal 
Canadian Air Forces Training Station, candidates shall re- 
ceive free transportation and a travelling allowance of $5.00 
per dav. 

5. MESSING— 

Candidates will be required to live in the officers' mess, 
while at the Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station. The 
mess will draw a free ration on behalf of each candidate, 
but in addition, the candidate will be required to pay a niess 
bill to cover the additional cost of messing, of approximately 
75c per diem. 

6. QUARTERS, UNIFORM AND MEDICAL ATTEN- 
TION 

While under training, candidates will be provided 
with uniform, camp equipment and quartcr.s. Medical and 
hospital services will be provided as necessary without 
charge. 

7. QUALIFICATIONS 

On completion of the course, candidates will be eligi- 
ble for: — 

(a) . Appointment as Pilot Officer in the Royal 

Canadian Air Force for permanent duty (the 
number of vacancies for such appointments 
will, in air probability, be very limited). 

(b) Appointment as pilot officer in the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force for active duty twenty-eight days 
in every two year.s, and in emergency. 

(c) Transfer to the reserve of officers in which case 
they will not be liable for further service, except 
in time of emergency. 

8. APPLICATIONS— 

Applications of eligible candidates will be asked
